much less tax if he. declares, a 
specified use of a large piece of 
land to grow timber or a crop, If 
he ever decides to change this 
use, such as to a house lot, a stiff 
penalty will be imposed and make 
it impractical. 

Several land owners have said 
that they would strip their wood- 
lois and Jet the bare land ¢o for 
whatever price an out-of-stater 
would pay for a stripped swamp 
or mountaln, Maybe the town 
could have it. In Rumford, I know 
of cases this was done,

out adjustments with citizens.
